HIS ‘‘Gateway’’ is one of the most striking bits of 


scenery in the whole range of the Rocky Mountains. 
This ‘‘Beautiful Gate’’ consists of two enormous masses of 
red sandstone, and between them a smaller rock mass, 
dividing the entrance into two passages. The right-hand 
rock has a curious resemblance to a huge kneeling camel. 
Behind the rocks a magnificent mountain panorama presents 
itself, and immediately through the Gate Pike’s Peak is 
seen rising in indescribable grandeur. To a great extent 
the charm of this matchless scene is due to the numerous 
contrasts of color and outline wnicls it presents on a most 
lavish scale.

4 HE ilies Pueblo shown herein was evaied by the 


Park Commission of Colorado Springs for the pur- 
pose of providing visitors, to the Garden of the Gods, with 
a resting place, where light refreshments could be served. 
The structure fits in between ledges of rocks, which appear 
to have been thrown up for the purpose. The building is 
_of brick and concrete, covered with plaster made from the 
red sand and rocks, which are peculiar to the Garden of 
the Gods. The Indian Pueblo was selected as the struc- 
ture, because of the appropriateness of the architecture, 
as the Garden of the Gods was in the past, the favorite 
camping ground for several tribes of Indians. |

| W/ ITHIN the garden, the rocks assume strange mimetic 
_ forms, and the imagination of the spectator is kept 
busy discovering resemblances to figures of beasts and 
birds, of men and of women and of strange freaks of 
architecture. Leaning far over as does the famous tower 
of Pisa, yet miraculously thru the ages maintaining its 
precarious equilibrium, is to be seen the famous Balanced 


Rock of the Garden of the Gods, and directly across is 


its sister rock, which takes its name from its likeness to 
the hull of a Steamboat.

OUTH CHEYENNE CANON is admittedly one of 
“- the most prominent and interesting scenes in the 
Pike’s Peak Region. At this point in South Cheyenne 
Canon for hundreds of feet, the Canon has been worn 
thru solid granite. On either side are two tremendous 
cliffs, ‘‘The Pillars of Hercules,’’ nearly a thousand feet 
high, and at one place but forty-one feet apart, barely giv- 
ing room for the stream and roadway between them.

HE beautiful Seven Falls, in South Cheyenne Canon, four miles | 

by carriage or electric road from Colorado Springs, are the spec- 

ial delight of every tourist visiting this section of the Rocky Mountains. 

Among the many trips for a day, starting from Colorado Springs, it is 

generally conceded that one of the most delightful, romantic and 
satisfying is the one to Cheyenne Canon and the Seven Falls.. 


Here are miles of massive walls of richly colored granite rising 
from the murmuring stream almost perpendicular to the sky above. 
Their bold and rugged cliffs and pinnacles are split and broken by the 
never-ending battle with the elements; their lofty domes and towers, 
standing alone and unsupported after centuries of upheaval and com- 
motion, inconceivable to man, end in a magnificent and most 
impressive climax at the wonderful Seven: Falls, where Nature out- 
does herself in a grand display of mighty cliffs and rushing waters.

: ASCENDING Pike’s Peak, the most noted of all the 

Rocky Mountain peaks, is the famous Cog Wheel 
Railroad. Starting at Manitou, and ascending grades of 
25 per cent, it reaches an elevation of 14,147 feet at the 
summit. . The scenery along the eight and three-quarter 
miles of this road is magnificently beautiful. About three 
hours are consumed in making the round trip.

THE NARROWS, WILLIAMS CANON. 


THis picturesque Canon, which many think the most 

fascinating and charming of any in this region, is but 
a short walk or drive from Manitou. Its distinguishing 
feature is that its formation is of limestone instead of the 
prevailing granite. Shortly after entering the Canon the 
way appears to be completely barred by the massive walls 
in front, but a turn in the road reveals a small opening 
between them, called the ‘‘Narrows,’’ so called for the 
reason that the walls of the canon at this point nearly 
touch, just wide enough for one vehicle, but two cannot 
pass each other at this point.

-TNTIL very recently, picturesque Williams Canon was 
inaccessible to the automobile and the Wonderful 

Cave of the Winds could be reached by but one road, | 

However, at an enormous expense a fine 
Auto Road was constructed which permits automobiles to 
go up Williams Canon and come back by way of the new

THE Cave of the Winds is one of the geological miracles 

of Colorado. This is ‘‘Nature’s Dark Room,’’ in 
which have been developed beautiful tinted walls, rare 
crystallized forms, exquisite flowring alabaster, and im- 
mense carbonate stalactites and stalagmites, in forms that 
are at once wonderful and beautiful. The Cave is not one 
large, damp, gloomy cavern, but is made up of a series of 
large dry rooms, connected by narrow passageways, and 
is ne lighted by electricity.

THE Pike’s Peak Auto Highway to the Summit of Pike’s 

Peak is the World’s Highest Highway and the great- 
est road building achievement of the age. It is 18 miles 
long and a double track boulevard 20 to 50 feet wide all the 
way to the Summit, with an average grade of six per cent 
and maximum of ten per cent. A ‘motor trip over this 
wonderful highway unfolds a vast panorama of 41 of the 54 
named peaks of the Rockies over 14,000 feet in elevation: 
the great Pike National Forest of a million and a quarter 
acres; many lakes, huge cliffs and a dozen cities and towns.

Automobiles and luxurious carriages now may 
flit with safety along the tortuous trail, where in the ages 
past, the Utes Indian, with moccasined feet, picked his

PIKES PEAK AUTO HIGHWAY. 


THE Pikes Peak Auto Highway is the world’s highest 
auto highway reaching the summit of Pikes Peak 
14,109 feet above the sea. It is a double track boulevard 
18 miles long and from twenty to fifty feet wide all the 
way. Smooth and even as a pavement. A motor trip 
over this wonderful highway affords a view of over 50,000 
square miles of mountain and plain— an area greater than 
the State of Illinois with a downward vision into an abyss 
half a mile greater than the Grand Canyon of Arizona.

iT: HE Sky-Line Drive i a noted scenic trip, as is the. 


‘road to the rim of the Royal Gorge, whence one may 
‘gaze down to the bottom of the abyss, 2,700 feet—more 
than half a mile. Imagine a Chinese wall, nearly a thou- 
sand feet high, with a road as good as a paved city street, 
on the top, and you have the Sky-Line Drive. The Drive 


is about thirty-five feet wide, and from eight hundred to 


a thousand feet above the plains, and was built by convict 
labor. - : | |

THE Observation Car that is used for the trip through 

the Royal Gorge is an open car, permitting the tour- 
ists a full view of the stupendous precipices, upon the 
summits of which bands of mountain sheep are oftén seen. 
The sky is a mere thread of blue overhead, the Arkansas 


River dashes triumphantly along, the track and the canon.
